Terrific Blasts Terrorize | 


Area; Shell Explodes 
Near the Residence of 
American Ambassador. 


NANKING, Sept. 22.—( Wednes- 
day)—(#)—-Japanese air raiders 
launched their threatened attack 
to annihilate Nanking today and 
bombed the Chinese capital for an 
hour and a half. 

The Japanese bombers swoop- 
ed over the capital at 10:35 a. m. 
and the “all clear” was not 
sounded until noon. 

For almost 24 hours this city of 
1,000,000 Chinese had been wait- 
ing in tense anxiety for the her- 
alded approach of the war planes. 

Only a score of Americans re- 
mained in the city proper. The 
United States embassy staff had 
been removed to floating quarters 
aboard the patrol boat Luzén in 
the Yangtze and other United 
States citizens had fled up river 
aboard merchant ships. 

The bombirdment was terrific. 
The blasts from the deadly bombs 
mingled with the sharp bark of 
anti-aircraft guns emplaced on the 
hills about the city. 

One anti-aircraft shell exploded 
near the residence of American 
Ambassador Nelson Johnson. 

United States Ambassador Nel- 
son Johnson transferred his staff 
to the Luzon Monday night, heed- 
ing a Japanese warning that after 
noon yesterday Japan would not 
be responsible for foreigners who 
remain inside.the city. 

The embassy staff remained 
aboard. The Luzon’s sistership, 
the United States patrol boat 
Guam, was at Hsiakwan. 

(At Shanghai, Rear Admiral Ed- 
ward J. Marquart was reported 
determined to keep the boats at 
Nanking unless they were sub- 
jected to direct artillery or air 
fire.) 

Chinese military officials, rush- 
ing reinforced air defenses for 
this city of more than 1,000,000 
population, predicted that the 
Japanese failure to launch a large 
scale offensive after their hour of 
gvace had passed was only a lull 
before the storm. They said the 
full fury of Japan’s air strength

Justice Afforded Desired 
Privacy Aboard Slow 
Liner Bound for Balti- 
more; Silence Unbroken 


ABOARD THE S&S. S. CITY OF 
NORFOLK, Sept. 21.—(/) — This 
small ship, bound for Baltimore, 
Md., tonight afforded Supreme 
Court Justice Hugo L. Black the 
privacy he has demanded since 
the question of Ku Klux Klan af- 
filiation was raised a month ago. 

The City of Norfolk, which the 
associate justice and his wife 
boarded quietly at Southampton 
at the last minute, will give him 
an eight-day respite from the 
questions of reporters, whose col- 
leagues will be waiting for him in 
the United States. 


Refuses Comment. 


In London, he steadfastly refus- 
ed to comment on reports that he 
is a life member of the hooded 
Klan and on attacks made against 
him by United States Senators 
Royal S. Copeland, Democrat, New 
York, and David I. Walsh, Demo- 
crat, Massachusetts, both of whom 
raised the Klan issue. 

Mr. Justice Black secluded 
himself in his hotel room there 
and asked that visitors and tele- 
phone messages be kept from 
reaching him. Aboard ship also, he 
asked officers to assure his pri- 
vacy. 

He boarded this slow 8,400-ton 
liner two minutes before its gang- 
plank was pulled up at South- 
ampton yesterday. 

So far, the newly appointed as- 
sociate justice has issued only one 
statement since the Klan issue was 
raised, charging “press persecu- 
tion.” 

Wanders Through London.

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FIGHT ON SYPHILIS 


U. S. Public Health Expert 
‘Cites Possibilities for 
Dentists To Aid. 


The dental profession is in a 
“strategic position” to discover 
and refer for positive diagnosis 
and treatment many early cases of 
syphilis, Dr. F..C. Cady, of the 
United States Health Service, told 
fifth district dentists! last night. 

“In any campaign for the con- 
trol of venereal disease it is es- 
sential that health departments 
have the support of the dental pro« 
fession,” he said, urging “every 
practicing dentist” to to study the 
oral aspects of syphilis to be able 
to recognize the “gross lesions” 
appearing in this field of activity. 

Dr. Cady for the past few days 
has been in Georgia to inspect the 
dental health program in the state 
under the supervision of the di- 
vision of dental hygiene of the 
state health department. Before 
returning to Washington late last 
night he addressed the Fifth Dis- 
trict Dental Society meeting at the 
Academy of Medicine building. 

Strategic Position. 

“The dentist, as well as the gen- 
eral medical practitioner, is in a 
strategic position to discover and 
refer for positive diagnosis and 
treatment many early cases of 
syphlis,” he said, and asserted 
that more time should be spent 
on the study of syphilis by under- 
graduate dental schools. 

“Lesions of every phase of syph- 
ilis infection may be found in the 
oral cavity,” Dr. Cady said, “and 
some syphilologists estimate from 
6 to 10 per cent of-the primary 
chancres of the disease are lgtated 
about the operating field “of the 
dentist. 

“Early diagnosis of o1al syphilis 
is most important, and every 
mouth lesion should command the 
careful consideration of the den- 
tist until syphilis is completely 
ruled out.” 

Children’s Perfection. 

Turning his attention to “the 
changing attitude” of dentists to- 
day, who are beginning to focus 
their attention on the entire hu- 
man organism rather than the im-

WASHINGTON, Sept. 21.—()— 
The Bureau of the Budget is des- 
tined to be given vast new powers 
Over government spending policies, 
some observers believed tonight. 

They also expressed the opinion 
that Frank C. Walker, first direc- 
tor. of the National Emergency 
Council, a depression-born agency, 
may be recalled to take the vacant 
post of budget director. 

is opinion was based on the 
fact that resident Roosevelt, 
When he issued an order yester- 
day for the abolition of the NEC, 
directed that all its “records, pa- 
pers, equipment and other prop- 
erty,” be turned over to the Budg- 
et Bureau on or before December 
31, 1937. 


New Powers Recommended. 


One of the NEC’s major func- 
tions cas been to co-ordinate and 
report on tne government’s huge 
emergency expenditures. It was 
recalled that the President’s com- 
mittee on administrative manage- 
ment has recommended that the 
Budget Bureau, which now pre- 

res the budget for the President, 

given new powers to see that 
budget policies are carried out. 

“The execution, as well as the 
preparation, of the budget should

DUCE LEAVES ROME 
FOR BERLIN FRIDAY 


Ciano, Other High Fascists 
Will Accompany Leader 
on German Trip. 


ROME, (Wednesday) Sept. 22.— 
(UP)—Premier Benito Mussolini 
will leave Rome Friday for Ber- 


lin to confer with Fuehrer Hitler 
and attend the Reich’s army ma- 
neuvers in Mecklenburg, it was 
announced early today. 

Il Duce will be accompanied by 
Foreign Minister Count Galeazzo 
Ciano, his son-in-law; Achille 
Starace, secretary of the Fascist 
grand council; Dino Alfieri, propa- 
ganda minister, and Mussolini’s 
private secretary, Osvaldo Sebas- 
tiani. 

After a one-day visit with Hit- 
ler in Munich, it was announced, 
Il Duce will go to Mecklenburg on 
Sunday, September 26, to attend 
the war game. After the ma- 
neuvers he will return to Berlin 
and will depart for Rome Sep- 
tember 29. 


COAST GUARD ENDS 
SEARCH FOR SLOOP 


Hope Still Held for Endea- 
vour, Lost in Atlantic Gale. 


BOSTON, Sept. 21,—(4)—Four 
coast guard cutters turned home- 
ward tonight from a fruitless 
search for Endeavour I, but in the 
waterfront gathering places of 
mariners hope still lingered that 
the big British racing sloop re- 
mained afloat off the beaten path, 
far out on the Atlantic. 

No word has been heard from 
Frederic Sigrist’s sloop since it 
parted from its convoy, the motor 
yacht Viva, in a terrific gale 200 
miles east of Nantucket a week 
ago last midnight. 

Coast guard craft have scoured 
several thousand square miles of 
rolling North Atlantic without suc- 
cess. 

Double watches have been set 
on the bridges of the big trans- 
Atlantic “ferries” without a sign 
of the missing sloop reported. 

Many have lost hope that En- 
deavour I ever will be seen again. 
. But veteran mariners have faith 
in Captain New Heard, skipper of 
Endeavour’s crew of 20.

State’s Trattic Survey Under Way 
As 270 ‘Key Stations’ Check Up 


‘Magic Eyes’ To Be Installed on Main Arteries To Register 
Vehicles; Separate Groups Making Thorough 
Inspection of All Trucks, Buses. 


Georgia’s 20-year highway 
building program is now under 
way. 

The project under the State 
Highway Department and in co- 
operation with the United States 
Bureau of Public Roads has men 
stationed at 270 key stations over 
the state for checking types and 
weights of vehicles passing these 
points, 

This traffic check, or survey, is 
not a law enforcement activity, 
according to Oliver T. Ray, high- 
way engineer, directing the proj- 
ect. It is solely to determine the 
kind of traffic moving over the 
state’s roads in order to plan high- 
ways that will meet traffic de- 
mands of the future. ; 

“Magic eyes,” designed to count 
vehicles passing stations, will be 
placed at 10 strategic locations on 
main traffic arteries over the state. 
These “eyes” -will register each 
vehicle in either direction on a 
tape, which will be taken up and 
checked weekly. The system un- 
der which the “eyes” will work 
will be what is described as a 
photo-electrical beam, through 
which the vehicles pass and upon 
breaking of the beam registers the 
moving object. 

Handled by Experts. 

Each stage of the survey will be 
an by. separate’ groups. of, 
nen, a third to be in charge of 
weighing, counting and checking 
starting points and destinations 
of all buses and trucks passing 54 
other points on the state road 
system. 


Forty-four other states are now 
operating surveys similar to the 
project just started by Georgia. 

Highway officials said 80 per 
cent of the cost of Georgia’s sur- 
vey will be borne by the federal 
government. It was estimated that 
the entire program would run into 
several millions of dollars. 

As a means of educating the 
people, to assure co-operation by 
the automobile-driving public, 
stickers will be pasted on the 
windshields of all vehicles check- 
ed. Preservation of these stickers 
will prevent further inconvenience 
to motorists. 

Develop Post Roads. 

Farm-to-market roads will re- 
ceive special emphasis in the sur- 
vey, in line with the state’s recent- 
ly adopted plan for developing 
post roads for rural free delivery 
routes, 

Still another phase of the sur- 
vey will involve an analysis of 
the financial resources of coun- 
ties and municipalities to fix upon 
their ability to participate in meet- 
ing the state’s share of the cost 
of the program. 

Ray urged the importance of 
co-operation by the public and 
local officials in the work of gath- 
ering the needed information, 
looking to giving Georgia a sys- 
tem of highway the equal of any 
other state-in the nation and the 
best in the south. 

“This survey is not a police 
measure, but an effort to assimi- 
late data upon which we can base 
our. long-range road-building

Businessmen Told They Must 
Aid Farmers in Di. 
versification. 


Calling upon the businessmen 
of the state to co-operate with the 
farmers in lowering the expendi- 
. ture of approximately $40,000,000 
outside of the state each year for 


food products, Columbus Roberts, 
commissioner of agriculture, urged 
a program of crop diversification 
in an address last night before the 
Atlanta Association of Credit Men 
at the Atlanta Athletic Club. 

“It is up to the businessmen of 
the state to provide the farmer 
with a market for his various 
crops,” Commissioner Roberts said. 
“The more money the farmer has 
the more he is going to spend, and 
any way you take it the money 
comes back te town,” he pointed 
out. | 

Money Sent Away. 


The commissioner emphasized 
the fact that farmers are spend- 
ing more thar one-half the value 
of their cotton crop yearly to buy 
pork, beef, lard, poultry, grain and 
other food products—all of which 
could be produced at home. 

Declaring that in his opinion 
livestock is the very foundation 
of farming, Commissioner Roberts 
said that every pound of cotton- 
seed meal and hulls should be con- 
sumed by Ceorgia’s own livestock. 

“It is a crime for the business 
interests of Georgia to allow one 
pound of men! and hulls to go out 
of the staté,’ he said, “for I sin- 
cerely believe that nothing will 
succeed better than livestock in 
making the land of the state rich.” 
' Banker Help Urged. 

“T believe our bankers ought to 
be more )bberal with the farmer. 
and help him to make a success 
of his farm,” he continued. “We 
have in the south today the great- 
est opportunity for advancement 
agriculturallz than we have ever 
had before.” 

Referring to the widespread de- 
mand for curtailment of the cot- 
ton crop, Ccmmissioner Roberts 
said that it is “unreasonable to 
expect the farmer to plant and 
grow crops that would constitute 
diversification when he doesn’t 
have a market for them.”

The prison provides accommo- 
dations for 2,200 prisoners. Indi- 
vidual cells are provided to con- 
fine 320 bad actors. 

Tower Nerve Center. 


The four-story administration 
building, tepped by a two-story 
tower containing death cells and 
the electric chair chamber, is de- 
signed as the nerve center of the 
huge institution. An intricate sig- 
nal system connected the central] 
switchboard with each section of 
the prison. 

Separate quarters are provided 
for white and negro prisoners in 
the seven wings extending from 
the main building. The negroes 
are housed on one side of the main 
building and the whites on the 
other. 

The designers located three- 
story cell blocks in two of the 
wings and one-story cell blocks on 
the third and fourth floors of the 
main building. The remaining 
wings are devoted to dormitory 
space and dining halls. 

Hospital Ward. 

A hospital located on the sec- 
ond floor of the main building is 
designed for complete treatment of 
the sick and injured. Office 
equipment and the kitchens are 
installed on the first floor. 

Solitary punishment cells con- 
fine unruly prisoners on the third 
floor of the administration build- 
ing. They resemble the ordinary 
cell, but a prisoner in solitary re- 
ceives only bread and water once 
a day, no mail and no visitors. 


Prison ae, CG. ae 
Johns anndunced when the prison 
was opened that Georgia was go- 
ing to use it to “tame the tough 
boys.” 

Elaborate barred doors separate 
each of the wings. At the switch- 
board operator’s desk in the ad- 
ministration building a button con- 
trols a siren which can be blown 
in case of emergency. 

Three guard towérs survey the 
wire fence which surrounds the 
prison. Guards’ arms include a 
pistol, a shotgun and a long-range 
rifle. Floodlights illuminate the 
entire prison at night. 

A steam power plant provides 
electricity and an artesian well 
provides water.

CAUSE FOR THANKS 

The ruling by Attorney General M. J. Yeo- 
mans definitely outlawing the lash as a mode 
of convict discipline in Georgia properly blocks 
an attempt to return prison conditions in this 
state to the brutality of a bygone and unregret- 
ted era. 

There is no place in modern penology for 
treatment of human beings, even though they 
be violators of the law, as beasts. The whip- 
ping post is rightfully relegated, by all decent, 
intelligent people, to that dark page in the his- 
tory of humanity which includes also the brand- 
ing iron, the rack and the torture chamber. 

Attorney General Yeomans’ ruling is not 
only humanitarian but in complete accord with 
the constitutional law of the state. The pro- 
hibition of whipping as a punishment for crime 
is specific and it would be absurd to permit 
minor officials such as wardens and guards of 
convict camps to inflict a penalty the courts 
themselves may not invoke. 

The problem of controlling a gang of des- 
perate convicts may be difficult and it may be 
hard to prevent escapes, but it is not insoluble 
in full accord with decent principle. If there are 
wardens and guards in Georgia who cannot 
solve that problem except by brutality, the 
quicker they are replaced by more competent 
men the quicker the entire prison system of 
the state will be placed in line with modern 
methods of penology.

REHOUSING IN GEORGIA 


Under the terms of the Wagner rehousing 
law there is now available $52,600,000 for the 
replacement of below-standard living quarters 
with approved, modern, sanitary habitations. 
The law specifies that this money may be used 
by any community legally eligible for participa- 
tion in the program, but that not more than 20 
per cent of the total shall be allotted in any 
one state. 

Georgia has already enacted a state law 
under which any city or-county in the state 
may become eligible for a rehousing allotment. 
It is hoped that every community in the state 
having housing problems among its citizens in 
the low-income brackets will promptly arrange 
to take advantage of the rehousing ‘opportunity. 

Atlanta, through the Techwood and Uni- 
versity projects, has already demonstrated what 
may be done in this line. 

In practically every town or city in Georgia 
there is an area filled with old and unsanitary 
structures. These areas generally ring the busi- 
ness district, dividing it from the better resi- 
dential sections on. the outskirts. From those 
slum areas come the vast proportion of the 
locality’s disease and crime and there can be 
nothing which will bring greater eventual bene- 
fit to any community than elimination of these 
plague spots. 

The money to be spent on rehousing by the 
federal government is money paid by the tax- 
payers of the entire nation. Georgia taxpayers 
have contributed their full share. Unless the 
communities of the state promptly awake to 
their opportunity, this money will be spent in 
other states and Georgia will, once again, have 
contributed without return to the improvement 
of distant sections of the nation. 

If Georgia does not receive a benefit at least 
commensurate with her contribution to this 
program, the blame will rest only upon her own 
people. 

The legal road to participation is open. All 
that is required is that local authorities in the 
different counties, cities and towns take the 
necessary steps. 


WEIRD POTENTIALITIES 


It is hardly likely that pterodactyls, dinosaurs 
or other examples of prehistoric fauna- will be 
found on Wild Shiva Temple, the unexplored 
plateau in the Grand Canyor country of Ari- 
zona, which is now experiencing the first tread 
of man as a group of scientists explores its 
mysterious recesses. The startling extrava- 
gances of lurid fiction and the screen do not 
fit real life conditions. 


It is possible, however, that some forms of 
animal life not now existent anywhere else in 
the world may be discovered in this strange 
area. 

The Wild Shiva Temple is a large mesa, 
surrounded by a deep chasm and a precipitous 
wall 1,200 feet high.

The scientists now on this strange mesa will 
enjoy rare thrills, even though they do fall 
short of the imaginings of the fictioneer. For 
the forests, truly virgin, must be filled with 
natural beauty uncontaminated and there must 

be marvels to be seen that are undreamed by

fuller existence. 

That his retirement does nut entirely end 
his service with the court is a gratifying result 
of the new state law, under which he will be- 
come an “associate justice emeritus, available 
for consultation with the courts, attorney gen- 
eral and committees of the general assembly.” 

Justice Beck has been a distinguished mem- 
ber of the state supreme court for 32 years, 
having been first appointed in 1905 by Gover- 
nor Joseph M. Terrell. He has written many 
important opinions which have had large part 
in shaping the legal history of Georgia. He has 
been noted for the erudition of his written de- 
cisions and for his exhaustive knowledge of 
constitutional law and legal precedent. 

In private life Justice Beck is a man with 
a keen love for fine literature. His familiarity 
with modern guages permits him to read 
and enjoy in four-or five different tongues and 
he is an authority on classic world literature. 

He has been closely associated with the cul- 
tural progress of his community. His retire- 
ment from active service on the bench will 
bring a needed and well-earned rest and allow 
still closer communion with those friends who 
count his friendship as one of their most val- 
ued possessions in life. 

The appointment of Warren S. Grice, of 
Macon, to succeed Justice Beck was a wise se- 
lection by Governor Rivers. Justice Grice was 
immediately sworn in and yesterday began his 
duties on the supreme bench. 

The new justice has served the state as at- 
torney general and as a member of the general 
assembly. He is one of the outstanding attor- 
neys in Georgia and is well known as an author 
and lecturer on judicial subjects. He is a mem- 
ber of the American, Georgia and Macon Bar 
Associations. He served as a trustee and mem- 
ber of the executive committee of Mercer Uni- 
versity from 1916 to 1932. 

His elevation to the highest court in the 
state upholds the historic record for ability 
which the supreme bench of Georgia has al- 
Ways enjoyed.

MORE TO LEARN, LESS TIME TO LEARN IT 
(From the Montgomery Advertiser.) 


American public opinion in George Washing- 
ton’s day, like opinion today, was no more en- 
lightened than the information and understand- 
ing of its choice leaders permitted it to be. 

Public opinion is never anything but a di- 
luted substitute for some leader’s heavy draught. 
The public has never thought of anything. The 
public never will think of anything. The public 
will never know anything first. It is always last 
to learn—sometimes it never learns at all. 

Public opinion is what a popular politician or 
even a great political philosopher tells it to be; 
it is what a great research scientist tells it to 
be; it is what a great religious prophet tells it to 
be; public opinion is what a forceful, talented 
apostle of hate and prejudice tells it to be; public 
opinion is what the prophets of grace, dignity, 
love and beauty tells it to be; public opinion is 
what a ruling prince tells it to be; public opinion 
sometimes is what painful and costly experience 
tells it to be. 

Public opinion is never original, and is crea- 
tive only when directed by inspired, forceful lead- 
— whatever may be the field in which they 
abor. 

The best that public opinion can do is to sta- 
bilize social forces, after it is instructed, disci- 
plined and convinced. 

The public never dreams until some individual 
has first had a vision. 

The public works hard and pays the taxes. 
The ‘public groans when the yoke of government 
galls its neck, but until some bright, daring, pos- 
sibly inspired individual, steps out and says, 
“Follc w me!” it never moves from its tracks of 
its own motion. 


If some forceful leader hollers “Balk! Don’t, 


follow him—stand as you are if you would be 
safe!” the public then must choose between op- 
posing leaders. But in whatever the public does, 
except when it is eating, breathing, s 

working and suffering, or otherwise occupying its 
time in commonplace experience, the public is 
led. Sometimes the very sourness of a groaning 
public inspires fresh and dauntless leadership, but 
always the public must have

Why, where human eyes 
should look out candidly, with 
friendship, upon the world, — are 
there but concealing slits? Why 
does this sheeted whiteness reca!] 
a shroud? Who is this knight who 
comes riding? Is he the parfit 
gentil knight of progress? 

Or a citizen of the Invisible Em- 
pire, a knight of the Ku-Klux 
Klan? fast * 


The price of zealotry, of false 
humility, of overconfidence, of 
self-righteous, of one-man _ rule, 
is injured eyesight. Angels wear 
white robes, but so do others. Look 
again. And ask others to gaze 
also. Do you see what I see? 

Retribution, like justice, is al- 
ways poetic. It proceeds inevit- 
ably, out of men’s follies. It has an 
inner logic. 


He who demands conformity | 
will be humiliated by his conform- 
ers. For the candid and honest 
mind is not a rubber stamp. It is 
skeptical and courageous. He who 
demands zeal without thought, re- 
form without reason, justice, with- 
out justness, needs carefully to 
consider where that zeal may have 
been directed yesterday, and 
where it may be directed tomor- 
row. 

And he who abandons the minds 
of men working in conjunction 
will reach out one day desperately, 
and seek for them.

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Great Man Forgotten. 


When Elias Hasket Derby was 
born in Salem, August 16, 1739, 
Quakers were still being savagely 
persecuted in Massachusetts Bay 
colony. Women professing the faith 
of Fox were whipped, naked, 
through the streets, Men were put 
to death like Salem witches for 
being Quakers. Ship captains were 
punished for landing members of 
the Society of Friends within the 
province’s confines. 

Derby continued to be a quaker, 
to remain in Massachusetts, and to 
build up there the biggest fortune 
on this continent in the eighteenth 
century. Ee 

The fortune came froni profits 
pouring in from the trade routes 
he opened to China and India. He 
was called “the father of Amer- 
ican commerce with the east,” and 
it is said he “did more toward the 
improvement of the shipping and 
the extending of the commerce of 
this country than has been done by 
any other man.” 

It could be said, too, that he 
started this nation off as being a 
world power. Derby established 
shipyards, studied naval architec- 
ture, built vessels superior in size 
and speed to those of other na- 
tions, and enabled the United 
States to have the naval vessels 
that gave Britain its first and last 
notable dfeats on the high seas. 
He loaned the government a large 
proportion of the supplies for the 
army, furnished transports for the 
troops, contributed money for the 
equipment of the navy. 

‘His impress upon American his- 

was enormous, yet you look 
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In. fact, some of them had been 
guided by the advice of the. Bu- 
reau of Internal Revenue, itself, 
but the injury was personal never- 
théless and even those who fully 
vindicated themselves were left 
under a cloud.

The matter of evasion or avoid- 
ance is unimportant in this case as 
it was in certain other cases to 
which great publicity was given. 
In certain other cases there was 
neither avoidance nor evasion and 
the whole effect and apparently 
the sole purpose was to disclose 
other men’s affairs and place them 
under false suspicion. Unless it is 
insisted that the presidential fam- 
ily has a right to special privileges 
Jimmy’s business records deserve 
the same publicity. Up to now it 
would seem that special privilege 


is desired.

lem of cost. He explained how 
each of these could be overcome.

IN STRIKE CHARGES 
ASKED BY COMPANY 


CIO Organizers and Strik- 
ers Accused by Spring Bed 


Firm Here. 


Grand jury action on alleged 
beating of non-union workers by 
CIO organizers and strikers at the 


Southern Spring Bed Company 
was being sought late yesterday by 
a delegation of workers at Solici- 
tor General John A. Boykin’s of- 
fice. 

Statements from witnesses and 
from workers who said they had 
been beaten up when they tried to 
return to their jobs were being 
taken by members of the solicitor 
general’s staff in preparation for 
drawing up bills of indictment, to 
be presented Friday, it was said. 

Led by Clarence S. Moechel, vice 
president and superintendent of 
the company on East Hunter street, 
about 40 workers were in the 
group which appeared with what 
they said was positive identifica- 
tion of strikers and organizers who 
allegedly beat them up when they 
attempted to return:to work. 

Statement Issued. 

Earlier in the day charges that 
the strike has “resulted in a gen- 
eral condition of lawlessness on 
the part of organizers and some 
of the strikers” came from of- 
fices of the company’s counsel 
Harold M. Hirsch and Marion 
Smith, in the form of a statement 
by company executives. 

Non-union CIO workers at the 
plant have been forced out of 
work “by threats and by pistols,” 
the statement issued by Moechel 
and Richard W. Schwab, 
president in charge of 
charged. 

The strike has been in effect 
since Thursday at the plant, and 
city police have been posted at the 
plant to maintain order. CIO of- 
ficials were called into a confer- 
ence yesterday by company offi- 
cials to determine whether “the 
CIO can or will cause a halt to 
such lawlessness,” company offi- 
cials said. Negotiations have been 
suspended 48 hours, it was said. 

Operated Since 1883. 

“This company has operated 
since 1883 and until 60 days ago 
has had no notice of any dissatis- 
faction whatsoever on the part of 
its employes,” the statement said, 
pointing out that life insurance 
policies have been given to em- 
ployes, without expense to them, 
and that pensions to old employes, 
voluntarily, and a restaurant for 
employes have also been furnished. 

The company began bargaining 
with the CIO two months ago aft- 
er the union gave notice/of a ma- 
jority of company workers were 
CIO union members,At was said. 

Only two differences existed, the 
statement charged—the company 
refused to agree to discharge any 
employe who would not pay 
monthly tribute to the CIO. The 
statement pointed out that an in- 
crease in wages to all employes 
had voluntarily been given by the 
company in April, before they 
were approached by the CIO. The 
company has “paid wages as high 
or higher than those paid else- 
where,” the statement said. 

Threats Charged. 

“While negotiations were con- 
tinuing, the CIO, without provoca- 
tion and with no plausible reason, 
staged a strike on Thursday, Sep- 
tember 16, 1937, forcing out non- 
CIO members by threats and by 
pistols. 

“Employes who remained were 
threatened with bodily harm and 
warned not to return. Bricks were 
thrown through cars containing 
employés who sought to return to 
work. Threats were continued at 
the homes of employes. 

“On Monday, September 20, 
1937, three employes who had re- 
turned to work were brutally beat- 
en by a gang wearing CIO badges. 
On the same day a customer’s 
truck was riddled with bullets. 

“The result has been to force 
scores of employes who desire to 
work, and for whom there is work, 
from returning to work. Such or- 
ganized lawlessness, if permitted 
to continue, will spread and un- 
dermine the peace, happiness and 
prosperity of the entire commu- 
nity. It irreparably retards prog- 
Yess*of those, including ourselves, 
who honestly. have tried to further 
the interest of labor.” 

“Moral Support” Asked. 

“Moral support” of employes 
and the public was asked in the 
statement against “this organized 
lawlessness.” 

“Our plant remains open to all 
employes who desire to work, with 
exception of employes who have 
engaged in the lawless acts of in- 
timidation mentioned above,” 
company officials said. 

“The authorities of the city of 
Atlanta have promised protection 
to employes who desire to return 
to work, and any employe who has 
been or is in the future intimidat- 
ed, coerced or assaulted, is urged 
to give full information of such 
treatment to the company and to 
the city and county authorities.”

The Black incident was revived 
when the President was asked 
about .a report that a relative of 
the former Alabama senator had 
said the new justice had com- 
municated with the White House. 

The President thereupon cited 
his statement of last Tuesday thaf 
no comment would be made until 
the Alabaman returned from Eu- 
rope. 

The President also told last 
week’s press conference he had no 
knowledge of any Klan member- 
ship when he appointed Black. 

“Extremity”—Passed. 

Discussing the windup of PWA, 
the President said there had been 
a decreasing need for this stimula- 
tion with the passing of the eco- 
nomic “extremity.” 

Asked if he felt the “emergency” 
had passed to such an extent as to 
render it advisable to eliminate 
this word from all agencies now 
having it in their official titles, 
the President said he believed it 
should be erased from the emer- 
gency conservation work (CCC) 
because this agency was perma- 
nent. 

He said, however, the emergen- 
cy still existed as far as relief 
(WPA) was concerned, and while 
the Reconstruction Finance Cor- 
poration was tightening up on 
loans there might be a need now 
and then to refinance some rail- 
road. 


FIRE PROTECTION LINES 
IN STATE TO BE REVISED 


Russell Franklin, assistant di- 
rector of the State Forestry Divi- 
sion in charge of fire protection, 
announced yesterday all depart- 
mental telephone lines in southeast 
Georgia will be revised so _ that 
metallic trunk lines will connect 
each fire suppression center. 


The work will be done by en- 
rollees in seven CCC camps and 
will entail moving or changing 100 
miles of present telephone lines 
and construction of 50 miles of ad- 
ditional lines, Franklin said.

NANKING FROM AIR 
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could be expected as soon as 
weather conditions here and at 
Shanghai. are more favorable. 


U. S., Italy Heed Warning. 


Only the United States and Ital- 
ian embassies heeded the Japa- 
nese warning. Ambassador John- 
son, declaring he could not risk 
the lives of his staff, hurriedly 
transferred the embassy aboard 
ship. Italian compliance, it was 
believed, was a gesture of amity 
between Rome and Tokyo. 


Both French and British naval 
authorities refused to heed the 
warning. They cautioned the 
Japanese that, despite Japan’s re- 
fusal to accept responsibility, both 
would hold her to strict account 
for any damage to their nationals 
or their property. 

(British officials in London also 
ordered Sir Robert Leslie Craigie, 
British ambassador to Tokyo, to 
warn Japan she would be held re- 
sponsible for damage to_ British 
persons or property in Nanking. 

(In Washington, Secretary of 
State Cordell Hull said the United 
States had made representations to 
Japan in protest against her de- 
clared intention to send air at- 
tacks against Nanking, chiefly- on 
grounds that they would violate 
international and humanitarian 
law. 

(Hull said’ the representation 
emphasized that air attacks on 
Nanking might disrupt normal re- 
lations between the United States 
and China by endangering the 
United States diplomatic officers 
there. 

(He said that Johnson, in tak- 
ing refuge aboard the gunboat, 
merely had complied with the 
United States’ general policy to 
avoid exposing its representatives 
during an emergency.) 

Few Americans Remain.

CHINESE DOWN SEVERAL 
PLANES AT CANTON 

CANTON, China, Sept. 21.—(?) 
Chinese warplanes, rising to fight 
off two Japanese air raids on this 
south China river port today, shot 
down at least six, possibly ten, 
Japanese planes in the first great 
aerial battle of the Sino-Japanese 
war. 

One Chinese pursuit plane was 
seen crashing in flames and oth- 
ers also may have fallen. 

Fleet Chinese pursuit ships pow- 
er-dived on the tails of the heav- 
ier Japanese bombers, spurting 
machine gun fire. Spectacular 
dog fights gripped thousands of 
onlookrs. 

Heavy civilian casualties were 
inflicted by the first bombardment 
but only slight property damage 
was said to have been done to the 
city, only 100 miles upstream from 
the British colony of Honkkong 
and once the center of all China’s 
trade. 


DECISIVE BATTLE LOOMS 
IN NORTH CHINA ZONE. 

PEIPING, Sept. 21.—(?)— 
Japanese troops advanced tonight 
to within two miles of North 
China’s famous line of concrete 
fortifications where the decisive 
battle of the Sino-Japanese con- 
flict in North China appeared im- 
miment. 

Thousands of determined Chi- 
nese soldiers dug in along the Tsao 
river section of the fortified line, 
ten miles north of Paotingfu. Their 
orderly retreat down the Peiping- 
Hankow railroad, delaying the 
Japanese push with scattered skir- 
mishes, was at an end.

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SALT OF SEA AND LAND. 


liIl—Turkey’s Lake of Salt. 

Turkey has several salt lakes, 
and the largest one is called Tuz. 
During the rainy season it is about 
60 miles long and 20 miles wide. 
In summer, when there is little 
rainfall, the lake almost dries up, 
and leaves a huge bed of salt, with 
some “marshy” places. 


A great salt pile near edge of 
Turkey’s “Lake of Salt.” 


This lake was at one time known 
as “Tatta.” It was visited by a 
Greek traveler named Strabo more 


it “a salt pan,” and went on to 
say, “If birds touch the water, they 
at once fall.down because of the 
weight of salt on them, and then 
it is easy to catch them.” 

That statement may have start- 
ed the old story that a bird can be 
caught by “putting salt on its tail.” 
Last year, while I was riding 
through Utah on a train, a porter 
told me about a flock of water 
birds which had alighted in Great 
Salt lake. He said that all of them 
had that

becoming more dry. 

In the old basin are great masses 
of salt, giving the people of Tur- 
key a lasting supply. Men mine 
salt from the hills into which it 
has formed. Slabs are cut away. 

Traders come to buy the slabs. 
Then the salt is loaded on the 
backs of camels and donkeys. Long 
trains of the animals file away, 
taking their cargo toward cities. 

Salt mines exist in many places 
on our own continent. In our next 
story, we shall have a good deal 
to say of them, but today I wish to 


‘ mention one which is of special in- 


terest. In southwestern Nevada, 
the remains of an Indian salt mine 
have been found, 

That Indian mine seems to date 
back to a time before white people 
came to North America. A hole in 
the ground is the entrance to a 
tunnel which leads to a room far 
back in a mountain. This room is 
the largest of six which were made 
when salt was taken away. 

Here and there in the old Indian 
mine, modern explorers have 
found arrowheads, stone hammers, 
and broken pieces of clay dishes. 
They also picked up the remains 
of torches which Indian miners 
used while they were at work 
taking out the salt. 

Not far from the old salt mine 
are the ruins known as “Pueblo 
Grande de Nevada.” These ruins 
are spoken of as one of the “lost 
cities” of olden Indians. It is likely 
that people who lived in the place 
went to obtain salt from the near-
